Claims 4 and 6 afe pending.

Claims 1-3,5, and 7 have been cancelled.

1. The case was filed on August 1, 1997. 

2. On August 10, 2001 Examiner finally rejected Claims 1-7. 

3. Applicant filed a notice of appeal on October 10, 2001 followed by an appeal brief on 
December 10, 2001. 

4. The Board of Appeals and Interferences mailed their decision on January 23, 2003, 
whereby the rejection of claims 1-3, 5, and 7 was affirmed and the rejection of claims 4 and 6 
was REVERSED.
